Many a one can Read 'with Reverence the Life of a dead.

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prefuppoſeth, and findeth ready ro entertain it and befriend it 
in the Light,and Law of Nature? How exccllently able was he to' 
&eal wich the Naturaliſt, at his own Weapons, and ro ſhame 
them tharcall Religion mUnproved or Unreaſonable thing?No

Certain I am, his Pregnant Parts, and Early Accomplifh- 
ments, V much taken nottce of inrhe Colledg, that 10 
ſoon alm ke-was bur Bachelter of Arts, he was even com- 
pelled tro Commence a Tutor ; and preſently intruſted (ts 
ſpeak within compaſs ,) with as ;great a number of Pupils, as 
any inthe Houſe, Some of his Schollars are now Graduates 
in Divinity, and fingular Ornamenrs' of 'thar flouriſhing Soci- 
ery (2s Mr. Fohn Roſey:l, B, D. Mr. Nicholas Horſeman, B. 
D. 4c.) others of them, who left rhe Univerſity, have'not 
gone without conſiderable Preferments in the Ctrrch (as 
Mc. John Peachil, lately Leurer at St. Clements Danes, with- 
our :Temple-Bar, Mr. Chriſtoapber Coward, Prebendary of wells, 
&c.') And I make no queſtion; tr all of them ( which are 
yer-alive ) honour his ' Memory, and will at any. time be rea- 
dy to Expreſs the grateful Senſe, which they retain of the 
Advantape they received fromhis prudent Inſtruftions, and 
pious Example. 

Tis true mdeed, he had ro Advancement proportionable 
to his Merits, whilſt he ftaid among us : Bur if there were 
any thing to be blam'd for thar, *rwas nothing elfe bur his 
ewn Self-denial. For a Ceaplains. Place becoming void, he 
choſe that before a Fellowſhip, which he knew well enough, 
in a littfe time, would of courſe, and by rigkr, have been 
certainly his. And this Choice having been made by him at 
firſt deliberately, he inever after in the leaſt Repented, bur 
rather often Refte&ed on with a great deal of Content and 
Comfort. For he had always ſuch an huge AﬀeRion for Pray- 
er, that he and his Friend could hardly ever Walk, and as 
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courſe together 3 bur. before ey pFrted. (at his defire )- the 

muſt alſo go andPray copier lod whar 2 Pleat han 
may wethink.ir was to him, twice a Hay to engage 2 whol 
Society, .inſo dear. an Exerciſe,..wit a Lef 15 Pray .” Frequent- 
ly indeed have I heard him ſay, he priſed the Impfoymene 
above that, which generally wer oned mych better Prefer- 
ment, and look'd upon .it as his Honour and Happineſs, 

And 'twas well with us, thar ſo,he did;. Ir being hardly 
poſlible that the Dury. of ghe Place, ſhould have been by an 
diſcharged better, than ir was by .him. We were not uf; 
to agreat deal of, Noiſe,, vain Tautologies, crude Effufions, 
unintelligible Senſe, or myſterious Nenſence, inſtead of 
Prayer. His Spirit was Serions, his Geſture Reverenr, his 
Words-few, but premeditated and well weighed, Pithy, So- 
lid,' and tothe full Expreflive of his as truly humble, as ear- 
neſt Deſires. He loathed the Sawcineſs, which went by the 
Name of holy Boldneſs, and drew near to God, not as if he 
had been going to play with his Mare, bur, 2s becamea Crea- 
ture overaw*d with the Majeſty of his great Creator. He 
Pray d with the Spirit, end the Underſtanding alſo; confeſ- 
ſed. Sin with real Grief, inward Hatred, and Deteſtarion ; 
and be2'd the Mercies he came to beg, like one thar felr the 
want and worth of what he Beg'd, with Faith and Fervency, 
and truc Importuniry ; his Aﬀe&gions working, bur working 
Rationally, as well as Strongly. Ls 
And this (as I doubr not it prevailed above) ſo ithad on 
us the more powerful Infiuence, becauſe we found it ro: be no. 
mere 'Rcligious Fit, bur exa&ly agreeable to the habicual 
Frame, ard Diſpofitionof the Mah. ?Tis a ſhrewd Refle&ion 
which S$4yzdas makes on the Philoſopher S2/uyft ( how xraly, 
I know not, he is neither Civil, nor Vaſt to ſome_) = aMuels 
i 0s Tpomwoes warn 05g wany avyurois, ors May iAc- 
G0;pms om T0 wvapmupowre:v, mt i wailayrs 631 18 
y3k0toTerop. Sally's carriage was ſtrange to. all men; 
For though when he Read his Philpſophie LeAures, he did ir 
Gravely, and very Solemnly ; yetat other times he plaid rhe 
Child, and thar moſt Rediqulouſly. And there are too ma- 
ny, both Chaplains, and Preachers, who juſily merit as bad 
a Cenſure : Whilſt Praying, and Preaching, they appear De. 
mure, and mighty Deyoutz yet take, them out of their Deſks, 
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and Pulpits, and they areas Lighr, as Vain, and Frothy, yeas 
&cremely difſolure, as any others. But it was not fo with 
this Perſon: For he was always Compos'd and Serious,Grave, 
and Reverend, -above his Age. He ſet God always before 
him, and where ever he was, labour'd to. Live as in his Pre- 
ſence, *Twas his ſolemn Buſineſs to be Religzous, his great 
Endcavour to walk by Rule ; his wain defign in all his ways, 
ro approve himſelf unco his Father, which (aw in ſecrer, and 
his daily Exerciſe to keep a Conſcience void of offence, both 
towards God. and towards men. FAS | 
*-- As tor the plcaſures and delights of Sin, he highly Nau- 
ſcared and Abhorred rhem, was fo above them, thar he could 
not endure them: Dram ſuave iftisſuauitetibus carere | How 
ſweet was ir tohim { as ſaid once St. 4»ftine ) to want thaſe 
Sweets! And as for Lawful delights and Pleaſures, although 
he-did divert unto, and now and then Solace a while, and 
Entertain himſelf with them, yet how little was his Heart un- 
ro'them, or was he (generally _) raken with them ! .He was 
as formal in uſmg them, as ſome Chriſtans are in Gods -Ser- 
vice; as they ſometimes do Pray,as if indeed they Prayed not; 
- and Hear, as if they Heared not; ſo he Rejoyced in ſuch 
rhings as-theſe, as if indeed he Rejoyced not, He looked u 
on them, compared with others, as upon his Righteouſneſs, 
coinpared wirh Chrifts, as very Vanity, yea, drofs, and dung. 
His Converſation bcing in Heaven, his ſweeteſt Comforts, and 
moſt. priſe& Refreſhments, were Divine and Heavenly, His 
Soul rook often a delightful ProfpeR of Eternity, viewing the 
Regions of Bliſs, and Glory, looking wiſhly ar (her Farhers 
Sear”) the Mount of Joy, aſpiring after a nobler Manfion, 
and hugging her ſelf- in a comfortable Perſwafion, thar. it 
would nor be long, ere ſhe ſhould be in it. And hereupon 
a5 he little minded any Earrhly gfory, fo he little minded or 
cared for the Poor and Empty delights of Senſe.

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He was of as ſweet a diſpofition, and'of as highly Civil a 

Converſation, as 4 man ( ſubje& to the 'common Frailties of 
Humane Nature) almoſt &uld be. He had ſcarce a Geſture 
which did not feem to ſpeak, and by a Powerful and Charm- 
ing Rhetorich, affet all whom he Converſed with. Were it 
not thar ſo many other Moral Perfe&ions, and Excellencies, 
befides that, ir mighr as truly be ſaid of him, as bythe Hiſto- 
rian, was of the Emperour, in reſpe& of his Clemency, thar 
he was Tots ex comitate, made up as it were of nothing die 
but Courtefie and Aﬀability, | ; 

For a Friend, I rhink T may ſafely ſay, he was one of the 

Trugſt that ever Perfon had intereſt in; and withal as Plea- 

fant, as a ſerious Chriſtian could well wiſh. -He Lov'd not 

Rafhly; but where he- Lov'd, he Loy'd intirely 3 and who 

ever came to be entertained in his Aﬀe&ions, were ſure ro 

find a warm Lodging : There was no more but only one thing, 

which he thought too much for any, for whom ba a 

riot his Love too good.

Bot my Huſband's Labonrs were mach increaſcd by thi,

Thus he with my Brother Norman, and his Cottipany, with 

their fellow Priſoners,continued in what place tor four Month, 
being roſied from Seifions ro Aﬀizes, On the 14th. of Fu 
following, he was bronzht ro the Seſſions Held at Tzn,to?, and 
was there Indited for Preach'ng on My, the 19th. but the 
Evidence againſt him was ſo {lender, that the Grand Jury 
could nor find the Bill, ſo that he was tior br>ught to his At- 
(wer thereat all; And higfriends hoped he ſkould have beth 
Ditmiſſed,ic heing the conſtant pra&'ce of the Coutr,thar if a 
Priſoner be Indired, and no Kill found, he is Freed by Pro- 
clamarion. But however, my Hufband was ſent to Prifon 
again until the Aſſrzes, and to his Friends thar earneſtly ex- 
peed his Inlargemerr, he fa'd, Let 4s bleſs G.f that his 
will is done, and not the will of ſuch Worms 2s wt. 

Auguſt, 24th. He was again Indired at the Aſſizes, and 
thongh rhe Evidence was the very ſame, rhar at the Seſſions 
was by the Grand Jury, judged Infafficient, yer now at the 
Aﬀizcs, the Bill was by them found againſt &'m.

which were Printed and Diſperſed into all their Houſes. by his 
Order, while he was a Priſoner, He alſo Writ many Holy, 
and Gracious, and Aﬀe&ionate Letters to all his Relations, 
and many other Friends, ro many Churches of Chriſt in other 
parts and places, both far and near. : 

His Sufferings that he underwent for the ſake of the Goſpel, 
could neither remit his Zeal,- nor abate his ARivity for God, 
' but he would gladly imbrace al} Opportunities of doing him 
Service. The Miniſter who was appointed to Preach art cer- 
tain times to the Felons in the Priſon: being by Sickneſs diſa- 
bled for rhat Work, he freely performed thar Office among 
them, as long as he was permitted ; carneſtly Exhorring them 
by Repentance towards God, and Faith toward our Lord Je- 
* ſus Chriſt, ro ſecure the Eternal welfare of their Souls ; freely 

beftowing upon them according to his Ability for their- Re- 
lief, that by doing good to their Bodys, he might win upon 
them ro receive good for their Souls, He was very forward 
ro .promote the Education of Youth, in the Town of Fuel- 
cheſter, and Country adjacent, freely baſtowing Catechiſms 
-on thoſe that were of poor Families, to Inftru&.them in the 
Principles of Religion; ſtirring up rhe. Elder to Teach, and 
incouraging the Younger to Learn. He was a ſerious and 
fairhful Monitor to his fellow Sufferers, if he eſpicd any thing

Thaugh he 
did often fairhfully reprove many for their Oaths, and ex- 
ceſs in Drinking, their Laſcivious CATILgSs, which he obſar- 
ved in the Bach; and there was noneof them, but did moſt 
thankfully accept it from him, and ſhewed him ,more 
after, than.they had done before ; Ja mhichhe obſerved much 
of Gods goodneſs to him, and would often fay to me;: O !

ters, from which I truſt m1 ſoul and others may reap no 
ſmall benefit. Much more do 1 owe 1ou for: our common 
reſpe&s to the people of my deſires ; and not only to 
them, but tothe whole Church of God ; in all whoſe 
concernments, | ſee, \ou are concerned.
